The Precess of its Manufacture 
tlescribed. 

The Scientific American says: The 
manner in which celluloid is made in 
France is as-follows: A huge rol] of 
| paper is unwound slowly, and, while 
| unwinding, is saturated with a mix- 
: ture of five parts of sulphuric and two 
| parts of nitric acid, which is carefully 
| sprayed upon the paver. The effect 

of this bath is to change the cellujnse 
'in the paper into pyrox\line. The 
| next process is the expelling of the 
| excess of acid in the paper by pressure 

and ite washing with plenty of water. 

It is then reduced to a pnip and 

bleached, after which it is strained.

ancient Russians and also b 
setticrs of this country. Certuin tribes 
of the Alaskan Indians to-day use the 
pelts of bears and foxes for currency. 


The pastoral age succeeded tue hunt- | 
ing-age, and men began to use animals) 


themselves instead of their skins fora 
circulating medium, 

The animals principally employed 
were sheep and oxen, their relative 
valuc being determined by the ancient 
Romans at ten sheep for one ox. which 
standard is still recognized among the 
Mongol tribes. ‘Traces of this custom 
are Still visible in the Irish aud Ice- 
landic laws. 

_Among the early Teutonic races fines 
were often paid in cattle, and the Zulus 
and the Kaflirs in this’ year of grace 
make use of this old-time medium. 

A direct link between this practice 
and tho use of metal coins for mon- 
cys is found in the currency of the early 
Romans, who used pieces of brass clipped 
off from a mass. 

Later, in the time of Servius Tullius, 
the brass was coined and marked with 
the figure ofan ox. An interesting lit- 
tle bit of etymological lore is connected 
with thiscustom, for the Latin word for 
money, pecun‘a—whence our modern 
term pecuniary—was derived from pecus, 
cattle. 

Mctal money was used, however, long 
before the time of the Romans. As far 
back as the days of Abrabam the Egyp- 
tians used gold and silver for currency. 
It was counted by weight and not by 


| face v.lue. 


To Tlebrews had ‘‘jewel money” in 
wlution to shekcls and talents and 
drachms of gold and silver. On t 
Egyptian tombs gold is represented 
being weighed in rings for commercial 
purposes; rather an improvement, it 
may be considered, on the earlier metal 
lump. 

Before the introduction of coined 
mcney into Greece, skewers or spikes 
of iron and copper conStituted the cur- 
rency, six making a drachm or handful. 

In certain part» of Central Africa iron 
spikes are still used after the Spartan 
fashion; and, according to Adam Smith, 
it was not so long ago that nails were 
used a subsidiary coin in Scotland. 
Hence, perhaps, we obtain the term 
‘‘ten-penny nail”—i. e., ten for a penny. 

The currency ofsgthe Aztecs consisted 
of transparent quills of gold-dust, of 
bits of tin cut in the form of a T, and of 
bats of cocoa containing a specified 
number of grains. 

The earlicst coinage in America was 
the tamous ‘“*hog-money,” made in 1612, 


for tho Virginian Company at the Som- | 


met Islands, now the Bermudas. Tho 
coin was of brass, with the legend 
‘‘Sommer Island,” and a “hove on one 


| side, in memory of the abundaneo of 


hog7ves which were found on their first 
landing.” 

The currency of the early colonist was 
avery mixcdone. Atone time musket 
balls passed for change at a farthing 
apicce, and were a legal tender for sums 
under a shilling. Tobacco and tobacco 
reccipts were also legal tender, and 
corn, beans, codfish and peltries were 
likewise employed. 

Wampum, the shell-bead money of the 
Indians, was the currency most in use, 
however, being accepted by the colon- 
ists as a convenient token. 

There were two kinds of this shell 
money — “wampumeag,” which was 
white, and made from the conch or peri- 
winkle, aal “suckanhosk,.” which was 
dark purple, and made from the hard- 
shell clam. 

The purple was worth twice as much 
as the white. The sbell was broken in 
picces, rubbed smooth on a stone till 


gbout the thickness of a pipo-stem, then 
| pierced with a drill and strung 


into 
necklaces, bracelets and belts 

The English, French and Dutch set- 
tlers all used wampum, the value being 
fixed in 1649at six beads for a penny. 
Theo strings were called fathoms, and 
varied in value from five to ten shil- 
lings. 

Tho list of what may be cermed curi- 
ous money is an extensive one. Salt is 
used in Abyssinia and whales’ teeth in 
the Feejee Islands. 

In some of the South Sea Islands red 
feathers formthecurrency. Among tbe 
native Australians greenstohe and red 
ochre aro used. 

Female slaves form the standard cf 
yalue in the retired districts of Ne# 
Guinea. 

The strangest coin of all, however, )s 
the ideal money spoken of by Monter- 
quicu as being found in certain parts:<f 
Africa. Thissingular currency is called 
“ma conte”,” but is purely a sign of value 
without a unit.
